“Upside Down Stomach” 
Is Really a: Hernia Con- 
dition Forced Through 
Rupture in Diaphragm 


ALMOST forgot that I prom- 

ised to write another column 
on the diaphragm. With all these 
stories about “upside down stom- 
ach” getting into the newspapers, 
: you will be 
wondering 
what it is all 
about. It is 
amusing to 
the physician 
to see such 
a name used 
I fear it is 
one that 
some news 
reporter gave 
to the opera- 
tion. 

The condi- 
tion is one of 
a diaphragm- 
matic rup- 

ure, or hernia. It is due to some 
jefect or injury in the dia- 
yhragm which allows some of the 
:bdomina! contents to escape up 
nto the chest cavity. The pro- 
syuding part may be a’ part of 
‘he. stomach, intestines, spleen, 
and even the liver. 

If all of the stomach entered 
‘he chest cavity, it could be re- 
‘erred to as “upside down.” It is 
a condition which we have al- 
ways had with us, but it usually 
sagssed unnamed. It is either con- 
renital, that is, a portion of the 
Naphragm muscle weakened at 
oirth, or it is the result of injury. 

‘tt was formerly recognized 
nly when operating for some 
«her trouble, « ‘0d the condition 
vas discovered accidentally. It is 
40¢t uncommon in stab or gun- 
‘hot wounds of the chest or ab- 
omen, when the stab passed up 
ot down through the diaphragm. 

s * * 


SINCE we have been able to get 
pictures of the abdominal 
and chest contents by the use of 
the X-ray, the diagnosis can be 
made before attempting an oper- 
ation andthe actual condition 
can’ be determined. It was ex~- 
plainéd the other day just what 
this apron of tough fibrous mus- 
cla #ve call the diaphragm is and 
now it separates the chest cavity 
from ‘the, abdominal area. Also 
how it is attached to the breast 
bone. and the lower ribs as well 
ag té'the spines of the vertebrae 
in the back. 

The only openings in it are 
three main ones. One is.just in 
front of the back bone which al- 
lows the large arteries to pass 
into the abdomen and to the 
lower extremities. One farther 
front is for the passage of the 
oesophagus or gullet, and another 
to permit the large veins to pass 
up into the chest. 

The only normally weak por- 
tion of the diaphragm is just be- 
hind and below the lower end of 
the breast bone. This is where 
the rupture usually occurs at 
birth, and I judge this is the kind 
of rupture t is referred to in 
the news of upside down stom- 
ach. : 

When we draw in our breath 
the diaphragm is forced down 
and flattens out somewhat. As we 
exhale, the stomach and intes- 
tines push up and force the air 
from the lungs. A very sharp 
blow over the stomach could 
tear a weakened point in the 
diaphragm and force the stom- 
ach through the opening into the 
chest. Stab wounds can do the 
same, 


@&. CHRISMAN 
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'TTEAR may occur and cause 

_ no trouble for sometime, un- 
léss severe hemorrhage occurs, 
till some part passed throvgh the 
opening and interfered with the 
work of the stomach and bowels. 
Probably the news reports are of 
those which accur at birth and 
are not severe enough at that 
time“to cause death from press- 
ure or inability 4o retain nourish- 
ment. 

later more of the abdominal 
organs may pass through the 
opening in the chest. If it is a 
portion of the stomach which 
passes un and does not slip back. 
the -stomach cannot retain 
enough food. Its movement is 
restricted so that complete diges- 
tion does not occur. The parts 
may grow together 

There is no remedy when this 
occurs except operation to re- 
place the organs and close the 
opening in the diaphragm. This 
is difficult and dangerous The 
patient is usually undernourished 
and weak and often undeveloped 
An opening is usually made in 
the upper part; of the abdominal 
wall and the. eontents pulled 
back into the abdomen. 

If that cannot be done. por- 
tions of one or two of the lowe: 
ribs may be removed and the 
work performed in that way The 
heaft., lungs. and stomach must 
be ‘handled in the operation and 
‘it requires much skill.

Guide to Charm 


A LOVELY SKIN 
TEXTURE LENDS 
IDEA OF BEAUTY

ACH time you look into your 
mirror, see yourself with a 
critical eye and never pass up & 
chance to improve some detail. 
Is your skin smooth and fine. to 
begin with? Remember that if 
your skin is really beautiful few 
people will stop to analyze your 
features one by one.

In some cases perhaps you have 
tried cosmetics and routines that 
were not intended for your type 
of skin, but in ninety per cent of 
the cases lack of regularity was 
the real cause for failu-e to get 
results. 

The routine needn’t be elab- 
orate or 
lengthy. You 
should allow 
yourself ten 
minutes for 
giving your 
f'accie A t-s 
nightly 
cleansing and 
corrective 
treatment, 
however. Use 
a good cold 
cream if your 
skin is dry or 
quick - melt- 
ing cream if 
it is -olly: 
With swift, upward strokes of 
the fingertips spread the cream 
over your upper chest, throat, 
face and forehead. 


With similar upward strokes 
remove the soiled cream with 
soft, absorbent tissues. Now wash 
with soap and water, rinse thor- 


oughly and pat in a cold, bracing 
skin tonic or astringent to wake 
up your skin. Next, if your skin 
is dry. massage with a rich. 
cream to keep your skin soft, un- 
lined and free from roughness or 
flakiness. 

The cream may be left on 
while you attend to the other de- 
tails of your toilette if you wish. 
or you may remove the excess at 
once with tissues. Enough of the 
cream will remain on your skin 
to lubricate it during the night 
without choking the pores. 

In the morning simply dash 
your face with cold water, pat 
dry and use a tonic for the oily 
skin or a foundation preparation 
for the dry skin, and apply your 
make-up. For the average, not- 
seriously-blemished skin. this 
treatment is all that is needed 
for improvement and for pre- 
serving the health and quality 
of your skin. 


Now for details: We started 
to talk about noses in yesterday’s 
column.

Tasty and Noarishing Dishes for Today 


Ability for Salad-Making 
Brings Hostess Popularity

HE cbility to create a perfect 
salad will boost your popu- 
larity as a hostess during the 
coming months, Often the salad 
will serve as your main course 
when the mercury mounts and 
the thought of hot, heavy food 
is discouraging. On such occa- 
sions your salad must be nour- 
ishing as well as cool and tasty. 
This can be accomplished by 
the addition of long thin slivers 
of boiled beef tongue, chicken or 
ham to your vegetable mixture. 
Other times your salad will serve 
as an appetizer or as an inter- 
lude that whets your appetite 
for the following course. and 
still othe- times your salad will 
serve also as a dessert. 

There are nearly as many 
kinds of salad dressings as there 
are salad ingredients, so it will 
pay you to try different kinds. A 
knowledge of their ingredients 
and varying flavors will enable 
you to choose the right one for 
the right occasion. The following 
recipes will intrigue you: 

Tossed Salad ° 


Use equal parts tender hearts 
ot lettuce and young spinach 
that has been thoroughly cleaned 
and crisped. Marinate the greers, 
about three cups of them. one 
tablespoon minced green pepper, 
three - fourths cup diced celery 
and two teaspoons minced onion 
separately in some of the follow- 
ing dressing: 

Mix one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, two teaspoons pap- 
rika and three teaspoons sugar 
in a bow!. Add one cup salad oil 
and one-third cup lemon juice to 
the dry ingredients slowly, beat- 
ing constantly. Add one table- 
spoon chopped red pepper, one 
tablespoon diced pickled beets, 
one teaspoon dry mustard and 
two hard cooked egg yolks, 
chopped. 

After marinating, put all of 
the ingredients into a large bowl, 
toss until well mixed and. serve 
immediately with additional 
dressing and a garnish of sliced 
hard-cooked eggs. 

i Chef’s Salad 


This one is popular with the 
men. Mix as many kinds of'greens 
as are available: romain, lettuce, 
watercress, chicory, endive. Dress 
witb a thick and rather sharp 
French dressing made with a 
slightly beaten egg yolk. a tea- 
spoon each of salt and paprika, 
one half teaspoon dry mustard.
